• The polarization of the Israeli communist parties and the strength- 
ening of Arab communist parties as a result of the June War.

Research and Publications at the Hoover Institution 



The Hoover Institution's programs of research and publication follow the strengths of its library. The approach to 
research is primarily historical, but it is becoming increasingly cognizant of other disciplines. International perspectives 
and comparative studies are encouraged. Befitting its scholarly responsibilities, the Institution is committed to basic re- 
search and documentary studies. The library's unusually rich primary sources on the development and spread of 20th 
century revolutionary movements have been of particular importance. While programs of research will continue to 
emphasize international and area studies, attention to domestic issues of public policy is expected to grow. 

Generous private support of the Hoover Institution has permitted considerable variety and flexibility in research 
projects, and, in addition, the Institution has recently participated in studies under four federal contracts, the largest of 
these being two from the U.S. Arms Control and Disarmament Agency. The others were awarded by the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare and by the National Science Foundation. 

Of the 1 25 current research projects, approximately one-fifth are in press or in preparation for printing, with the 
remainder in various earlier stages of research and writing. From 1966 through mid-1969, a total of 78 books appeared 
under the Institution's imprint, six more than were published in the 36 previous years of such activity. Of particular 
interest are two series of studies, edited by Stanford University's Jan F. Triska, one on communist states and the other 
on non-ruling communist parties. The first series, handled jointly with Johns Hopkins, is complete, while the second is 
in process. Robert Alexander's study of the communist party of Venezuela has already been published, and studies of 
Japan, Cyprus, Brazil, and Italy will be published in the near future. 

Other recent books: 

VISIONS OF VICTORY: Selected Vietnamese Communist Military Writings, 
1964-1968, with an analytical introduction by Patrick J. McGarvey, offers an 
explanation of Hanoi's view of the Vietnamese conflict by presenting a day- 
to-day picture of the war as seen by Hanoi. The author's introduction and full 
text translations of official North Vietnamese documents aid one in understand- 
ing Hanoi's military thinking and its general attitude toward the war and victory. 

ELEVEN AGAINST WAR by Sondra R. Herman is a study of internationalist thought in early 20th century America 
and of the diversity of views the leading internationalists held concerning the insuring of world peace. Mrs. Herman 
demonstrates this diversity by discussing eleven prominent internationalists — Woodrow Wilson, Elihu Root, Thorstein 
Veblen, Jane Addams, and others. 

THE ARMS RACE AND SINO-SOVIET RELATIONS by Walter C. Clemens, Jr. 
examines a broad range of strategic and arms control problems as they have 
affected — and been affected by — relations between Moscow and Peking 
since Stalin's death in 1953. The author analyzes not only the nature of Soviet 
and Chinese words and deeds but, more importantly, the underlying forces 
shaping them. 

FIFTY YEARS OF COMMUNISM IN RUSSIA, edited by Milorad M. Drachkovitch, contains the main papers presented 
at the Hoover Institution's 1967 international conference with the same theme as the title. The most important aspects 
of these "Fifty Years" are discussed by distinguished American and European scholars — Bertram Wolfe, Leonard 
Schapiro, G. Warren Nutter, Lewis S. Feuer, John N. Hazard, Ivo J. Lederer, Jean Laloy, Raymond Garthoff, John 
Turkevich, Max Hayward, and Sidney Hook. Preceded by a penetrating introduction by the editor, these papers probe 
the achievements and failures of this period. 
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
